B. European Reference No. 0 546 794 

The '794 reference was designated as an A-type reference in a search report for Patent 
Cooperation Treaty Patent Application PCT/EP00/04856, which corresponds to the present 
application. It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 5,339,438 corresponds to the '794 reference.

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E. German Reference N . 195 20 745 

Based solely on the drawings, the '745 reference is pertinent because it appears to 
disclose an object manager component that is assigned an internal identification and make type 
which are used in object management. 

The £ 745 reference was designated as an X-type and an A-type reference in a search 
report for Patent Cooperation Treaty Patent Application PCT/EP00/04856, which corresponds to 
the present application. 

F. German Reference No. 195 20 747 

The pertinence of the '747 reference is discussed at replacement page 3 of the subject 
application. 

The £ 747 reference was designated as an X-type and an A-type reference in a search 
report for Patent Cooperation Treaty Patent Application PCT/EP00/04856, which corresponds to 
the present application.
